according to each and all the rights of 
belligerents in the ports and territories of 
the United Htates.

An analysis of the vote shows that the 
affirmative was cast by 18 Republicans, 
i 19 Democrats and four Populists and the 
negative by 12 Republicans and two 
1 Democrats, 
Prior to the final vote, the motion of 
Senator Hale to refer the resolution to 
the committee on foreign relations was 
tabled, yeas 34, nays 19. Mr. FuirlmnkB

A th en s, May 21.—A correspondent 
who was w ith the Greek arm y after its 
retreat from Dom ok os has arrived here. 
He w as unable to transm it his dis­ 
patches from Domokos on account of the 
wires being blocked. 
He furnishes a 
picturesque account of the battle at 
Domokos, fought on M onday Last, con­ 
firm ing the stories previously told of the 
heroic conduct of tin- Greeks, but also 
furnishing confirm ation of the complete 
break down of all the m ilitary organiza­ 
tions aud the failure of their general­ 
ship. 
He says: 
“ On Saturday, Crown Prince Con­ 
stantine inform ed the B ritish am bulenee 
doctors (Red Cross society) that there 
would be no fighting and that they had 
j better disband the hospital and am bu­ 
lance corps.
